'record of the fact they should bo interviewed, or the story contained 
their observations it vies desired to avoid. 

It woul:; seem that the easiest way to have made a record of this 
inteftligence, assuming Brown regarded it as of potential value, would 
hove been to. xerox the story, which.wus, in.,othe.i eases, done frequently, 
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• dll t.ae work there /.Ms to do, Vi wonder why this was recorded 
in this fashion. . , 
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On December 13, 19o3, SA CHARLES 2. BROWN, Jr. 
noted In the "Dallas Tines Herald" newspaper, the follovfing 
information In a column written by WELDON OVERS. The colunn, 
entitled "Cross Country," revealed Mrs. RUTH MARS HALL SMITH, 
described as the wife of CHARLES' SMITH, o. "Dallas Tinea Hera-d 
employee, and Mr. MARVIN GAGE, employee, * Department of Public 
Welfare, were eye witnesses to the assassination of President 
KENNEDY. In the article by OVENS, it is indicated theao 
witnesses observed the assassination from the windows of tho 
Old Dallas Court House building. 
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
